Here’s what’s in the cards 
for business introductions 


By Elise Vider 
Special to The Inquirer 


hen Alain Sailhac, ex- 

ecutive chef at the ‘21° 

4 Club ‘in New York, 

hands out his business 

card, he is serving as 

ambassador for the 

‘able resiaurani’s new style. 

With its elegant logo, simple type- 

face, quiet gray ink and cream- 

color paper, the card carefully ech- 

oes the updated elegance to which 

the restaurant's recent renovation 
aspires. 

Then there's the card designed for 
fashion manufacturers Eliot Whit- 
tall and Eric M. Javits Jr. It’s a two- 
sided, oversize affair. Side one fea- 
tures an illustration of the two, 
looking dap» - in black tie against a 
backgroun: © hite polka dots on 
turquoise. S$... “0 contains the per- 
tinent information against a back- 
ground of turquoise dots on white. 

The ‘21 card “is something which 
has tradition behind it; yet it's a 
sort of modern design,” says Colin 





~Forbes of Pentagram, the interna- . 


tional design firm that was commis- 
sioned to design new menus, letter- 


heads and business cards to ensure 
that the printed materials received 
as dramatic a face lift as the restau- 
rant itself. “They'd never consid- 
ered graphics before," says Forbes. 
“They wanted [their image] to be 
elegant and they wanted it to be 
more modern. They felt they had a 
very old-fashioned image.” 

The WhittallJavits card, on the 
other hand, connotes “that they are 
very fashion-conscious. It connotes 
somebody who is modern,” says 
Jane Kosstrin of Doublespace, the 
New York graphic-design firm that 
created the card. The partners, who 
no longer operate as such, ex- 
pressly requested that their own 
images grace the card, she adds, 
because “the clients wanted to be- 
come public figures ... and in the 
fashion business, creating a celeb- 
rity is very important for sales.” 

Regardless of style. many 
nesses know that it’s good business 
to cultivate an image carefully and 
that their cards can be the first line 
of offense — a wallet-size declara- 
tion of image imprinted with name, 
address aid phone number. “Social 
and business glue” is what Alina 








Wheeler of ihe Philadelphia 
graphic-design ‘firm Katz Wheeler 
calls them. A <ard “is what you 
leave behind,” says Kosstrin, “and 
it has to spark something.” 

Graphic designers say a success- 
ful business card is sufficiently dis- 
tinctive to stand out from the pack, 
to catch the eye when you're flip- 
ping through a Rolodex or rummag- 

ng through a wallet. A good card 
has “its own reality against every 
other business card you see,” says 
Robert J. Warkulwiz, Philadelphia 
graphic designer. 

The best cards coming out of 
graphic-design studios break a lot 
of the old rules. The standard white 
card with black ink has given way 
to eye-popping color and highly tex- 
tured papers. Many are vertical or 
double-sided. A “bite” has been 
taken out of some to vary the cus- 
‘omsry Tectenguiar shape. And 
many cards no longer conform to 
the standard 2-by-3%-inch format, 
though this change has not won 
universal acclaim. “A lot of trendy 
cards don’t fit into my card file,” 
says Wheeler, “and that gets me 
berserk.” 














Although graphic designers are 
turning out innovative cards for 
their image-conscious clients, their 
own business cards tend to be con- 
siderably more conservative. 

“It is important for us to convey 
the fact that we're not trendy and 
that we're stable. We like to think 
that our style changes as the client 
changes,” says Wheeler. ~ 

“You don't want to be associated 
with any particular style. You give 
the identify to your clients and not 
to yourself,” agrees Forbes. “If I had 
a really jokey card, for example, | 
couldn't give it to Wall Street.” 
Over the years, Warkulwiz's per- 
sonai business card became in- 





creasingly conservative as the de- 
signer became more established. In 
the mid-'70s, the card for what was 
then called Baseline Studio was 
modeled after a baseball card, de- 
picting the young designer at bat 
with a T square. By 1981, the firm 
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Fashion manufacturers’ card (top) and that of the ‘21’ chef. 
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had changed its name to Warkulwiz 
Design, and the format of the card 
was more. traditional, with: the.. 
name of the firm embedded in a 
ietter-search puzzle. The latest in- 
carnation came in 1985, when the 
firm became Warkulwiz Design As- 
sociates, and the card was simpler 
and contained a small, corporate- 
looking logo that Warkulwiz says 
symbolizes the intertwining of 
what is now three partners. 

“An outrageous card is great for 
someone starting out. It leaves an 
impression, whether for good or 
bad,” Warkulwiz says. “But as you 
become more and more established. 
there's not a need to make that kind 
of personalized statement. If you 
give them a baseball card, they're 
Not going to take you ... seriously.” 

Still, he concedes he has a little 
nostalgic pride: “That baseball 
card,” he says, “was tacked up all 
over the. city.”

Business Card Grading System 


During the time when a hobby starts to become more established the 
members and other interested hobby enthusiasts begin to ask for a 
more formal grading or ranking system. This will help us 
categorize, trade and search for special cards. A more definitive 
knowledge of what cards are acceptable or not acceptable will 
improve the quality of individual collections and the hobby 
itself. The following Grades are established for the hobby of 
collecting business cards and will be updated as required: 


M-MINT:A perfect card. Just as it might come from the printing 
press. No marks,staple or tack holes,bends,rounded or blunt 
corners,creases or smears. No writings. A clean and "new" looking 
card. Has all the aspects of a b.c. such as: name of business,name 
of cardholder,address(including zip for modern cards),great 
compositon and attractive. 


EF-EXTRA FINE: Like mint but just does not look “new". Has all the 
aspecta of a b.c.. Not asa fresh looking. 


F-FINE: Shows some wear. But no holes,marks,bendsa,writings. Has 
all the aspects of a b.c. 


C-COMMON: Might be mint in appearance or show wear. Is considered 
common because it is not attractive or has poor composition. A 
common card would only be collectible if it was a 
“celebrity","antique" or other sought after card. Common cards are 
general and normally not sought after as collectibles. 


PR-POOR: Has any of the following:marks,staple or tack 
holes,bends,rounded or blunt 
corners,creases,smears,writing,taped,torn,no zip(refers to modern 
cards),no address,soiled,stained or boring. Poor cards are the 
least desiralbe cards to collect.

: A few weeks ago, there was a passing 
mention in this column of business cards. 
‘Afterwards, several readers sent me their 
cards, and each reader made the same point: 
Business cards have become a major 
medium of defining who people are — at least 
people who work in office jobs. It used to be that 
: a person defined himself 
or herself by saying what 
BOB |. taskhe or she performed:

Now, it is sometimes 
not so easy for a person 
to define what he or she 
does. When you work for
